stanchions and bilges, to let the gases and 
steam come out from the ooal, it cannot 
have a fair chance of doing its work.

Mr Rundell says that 
Shippers and Underwriters of cargo should 
take more general and combined action to 
ensure the carrying out of the recommenda- 
tions of the Royal Commissioners. Tho 
Sbipowner stands between the two ;, and 
the premium of insurance on his ship,and 
the rate of freight, ought to be considered 
in connection with the appliances he may 
adopt for insuring sgaiust spontancous 
combustion.— Mitchell's Maritime Register.

all these subjects, which Mr, Faber ought to 
have’ dealt with for the enlightenment of 
his readers, ho gives us a of a very 
meagre preface regarding Mih Tsze and his 
work and thirty-two pages of introduction 
treating ‘modern German socialism in an 
extremely: desultory, manner though over- 
flowing with very valuable and suggestive 
hints. In short, we are very. much dis- 
appointed by the study of Mr. Faber’s work 
on Mih Tasze, for although ho supplies a 
mags of most valuable information regarding 
the leading ideas of modern socialiem and. a 
very oorreot abstract of the greater portion
